AMENDMENT TO PRESS COUNCIL ( PROCEDURE 
FOR INQUIRY ) REGULATIONS, 1971 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Clause (c) of 
Section 23, of the Press Council Act, 1965 (Act 34 of 
1965) and all other powers theicunto enabling, the Press 
Council of India, makes the following amendment to the 
Press Council (Procedure for Inquiry) Regulations, 1971, 
namely : — - 

1. Short title anti commencement: (1) The follow- 
ing regulation shall be called the Amendment to the 
Press Council (Procedure for Inquiry) Regulations, 
1971. 

(2) The amendment shall come into force on the date 
of its publication in the official Gazette. 

2. In Regulation 3(1) (I) of the Press Council (Pro- 
cedure lor Inquiry) Regulations, 1971, after sub-clause 
(ii) thereof add 

“Provided that the Council may, if satisfied that the 
complainant has acted promptly but that the delay 
in filing the complaint under sub-clause (i) or sub- 
clause (ii) of Regulation 3(1) (f), has been caused 
by reason solely of the time taken to comply with 
the condition laid down in sub-clause (c) supra, 
condone the delay and take the complaint on file. 
The power of condonation shall be exercised by the 
Chairman, subject, however, to the final orders of 
the Council."
